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Looking Back and Ahead 
after Education Center’s Sale

The decision to sell the 
Audubon property on Lewis Road 
in Crescent, given to us by Dr. and 
Mrs. Terry, was not an easy one. 
Even in the final few days before 
the closing, board members felt un- 
sure and somewhat sad. 

The decision was made over a 
long period of reflection and study 
by the Strategic Planning Commit- 
tee. Their recommendations were 
presented to the officers and 
Board of Directors for their com- 
ments and additional insight. We 
pondered and reconsidered all the 
data and information. We took 
polls on how much the Center was 
being used. We looked at the 
money being spent for mainte- 
nance and running the Center. 

Despite my deep feeling for the 
property, I couldn’t turn away 
from the facts and all the conclu- 
sions we drew from our studies. 
Our decision to sell was finally 
made, and it was unanimous. We 
started out by offering the property 
for sale with a sign along the road. 
We didn’t market it aggressively. 
Only recently did we really stop to 
ask ourselves---are we only fooling 
around and really don’t want to 
sell this property? 

It was then that we got a realtor 
who deals with country places. Af- 
ter the meeting with him, I really 
felt he would sell the property in a 
short time. Little did we know 
how short a time. Within a week 
we had an offer. We turned it 
down. The following day, the 
party came back and agreed to our 
terms. We had a contract. There 
were some glitches along the way, 


but these were smoothed out, and 
we closed on the property on June 
29. 

There are many of us who loved 
the Education Center on Lewis 
Road. Jerry Miller commented that 
the blue birds came to tell him 
good-bye each day he was working 
there the final weeks. Gary Gies- 
sow was out for a finance meeting 
and continued to walk around and 
around the house, commenting on 
this or that and expressing how 
much he felt for the place. 

But, we all knew the problems 
in keeping this property and the 
maintenance it required. We have 
made the right decision. Now we 
can look ahead to better things in 
our future. We can look ahead to 
what we will do to acquire prop- 
erty where we can build an educa- 
tion center with a library, office, 
gift shop, and meeting rooms. 

So now, all our members 
should keep their eyes open for a 
temporary storefront property for 
rent in the I-270/1-64/-44 area. We 
will need parking and approxi- 
mately 1,000 square feet. A 
restroom will be needed in the 
building. It would be nice to have 
a kitchenette area, but not neces- 
sary. We will need to have a meet- 
ing room for about 25 to 30 
people, plus a place to put some of 
our displays. Monthly rent will be 
an important factor in our 
decision, too. ($200 to $400 a 
month would be great.)

From Your President

Thank you to all who helped 
pack the St. Louis Audubon Soci- 
ety’s personal property at our loca- 
tion on Lewis Road in Crescent, 
and thank you to all those who 
helped with the cleanup of the 
property to prepare for the closing 
date! 

We did a tremendous job. It 
was hard work. All our personal 
property is stored at the Ehnmke 
Mover’s (Agent of Allied Van Lines) 
Warehouse in Chesterfield. We de- 
cided on Allied storage because of 
our extensive book collection. We 
wanted a place that would be tem- 
perature controlled, safe, and dry. 

The moving cost was approxi- 
mately $480, with our people do- 
ing the packing. But, all glass has 
been crated, and items have been 
put in protective vaults at the stor- 
age site. We will be paying Allied 
to house our things until we find 
another place. All packing boxes 
were donated by United Van Lines 
through Jerry Miller. This was a 
great savings to us, and we have 
written a thank you to United Van 
Lines. 

As a part of our property sale, 
the buildings were to be “empty.” 
This was a great challenge to us as 
many of the areas had not been 
touched for many, many years even 
while the Terrys lived on the prop- 
erty. The attic, cottage and house 
basement, bunker where the trailer 
used to be, barn or shed, and ga- 
rage had never been cleaned out 
by us. Most of these areas were 
just as we found them when we ac- 
quired the property. This meant 
that we ended up with a huge 
amount of trash, and decisions had 
to be made to keep or get rid of 
each item as we went through the 
areas. This created a great many 
stories. 


Jerry Miller spent approximately 
4 full days at the property, cleaning 
areas where much trash had accu- 
mulated. He spent much of this 
time alone. The final Sunday be- 
fore the closing date, Terry Whaley 
and Jerry spent 3 hours hauling 
dirt to fill in ruts made by the Al- 
lied truck that got stuck in the 
front yard the day we moved— 
hard work on a hot and humid 
day. Terry stayed around the rest 
of the day and helped finish up all 
the areas including the cottage 
basement. It was hard just to go 
through things blindly on that final 
day, but it had to be done. Bill 
Salsgiver and his family joined the 
work crew that afternoon. 

Dave Tylka and Jim Holsen saw 
to it that Allied took only what we 
wanted to save and store. Dave 
also took all the wrought iron 
porch furniture to Selkirk’s for 
their auction. He picked up the 
boxes and hauled them to the Edu- 
cation Center porch. The riding 
mower and cart have been stored 
with him, too. 

Different board members have 
in their homes some of the more 
difficult-to-store items such as 
lamps, glass pieces, the heavy iron 
furniture from the yard, the eagles 
from the mantel, some of the 
larger books and pictures, plus all 
the posters and handouts that we 
will need for coming events. Can 
you imagine Jim Holsen going 
down the highway with 2 huge 
golden eagles sitting upright in his 
jeep? LaVerne Koyn had a terrible 
time trying to get her couch back 
in storage from the Center, but she 
finally did it the day after closing. 

Three days before closing, the 
trash man we depended on said he 
couldn’t pick up the trash. Again, 
Dave Tylka came to the rescue. He 
contacted the Missouri Conserva- 
tion Department, which was nice 
enough to haul off all our trash. 
The whole move was made even 
harder by not knowing what kind 
of place we will be going to. Will 
we have a yard? Will we have 
plenty of storage area? Can we use 
the display cases? All of them? 
Questions and more questions. In 
the final few days, the refrigerator 


and stove from the cottage were 
parked on a trailer in our driveway, 
then cleaned up, and sold right 
from Lucas and Hunt Road. 

Bill Salsgiver was our liaison to 
the realtor. He handled all the pa- 
perwork and the closing. He took 
the phone calls (some late at night 
and not pleasant), plus gave of his 
time at the Education Center to 
clean up and pack. This put a tre- 
mendous strain on Bill, yet he did 
a great job completing the sale. 
Bill Brandhorst has been on the 
property committee since we 
started and also gave us additional 
time to help pack and clean up. 
We've appreciated his calmness 
and insightful comments just when 
we needed them.

In the fall, we gather at Camp 
Cloverpoint for comradeship and 
birdwatching. Sometimes the bird- 
ing is not the best, but there’s al- 
ways someone to learn from, to 
share stories with, or to discuss 
birdwatching issues with. 

2. ASM seeks to contribute to 
organizations working for the wel- 
fare of birds. Many members of 
ASM ran bird breeding blocks for 
the Missouri Department of Conser- 
vation. This summer, members are 
running breeding blocks on many 
of MDC’s wildlife areas. Others are 
volunteers with the Neotropical 
bird studies, Nature Conservancy, 
Missouri Department of Natural Re- 
sources, and U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service. 

The Bluebird publishes sea- 
sonal reports, which provide a bird 
history for the state and the results 
of Christmas bird counts. The ac- 
tivities of the Missouri Rare Bird 
Committee are in conjunction with 
ASM. Committee findings and in- 
formation are published in the 
Bluebird. In addition, ASM co- 
sponsors with MDC the Missouri 
Rare Bird Hotline, which provides 
updated information on what rare 
sightings are being reported. 

3. Generally, ASM is not di- 
rectly involved in conservation ac- 
tivities, except when they have a 
direct impact on bird life.

But we lend our support to other 
organizations, such as the Missouri 
Audubon Council, which holds 
two of its four meetings jointly 
with ASM. 

Currently, ASM is working on a 
new program with the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife to fund conservation 
projects across the state. ASM is in 
the position to coordinate activities 
because of its state-wide reach. 

4. Education is another goal of 
ASM. Ways are being sought to 
send young members of ASM to 
some of the birdwatching camps 
sponsored by Victor Emmanuel. In 
the past, ASM has sent its members 
to Audubon camps and training ses- 
sions. One goal of the programs 
given at the fall meeting is to pro- 
vide members with information 
about topics that have an impact 
on birdwatching.

THE CONSERVATION CORNER 


Conservation Committee 
Members Needed

St. Louis Audubon Society has 
been without a standing Conserva- 
tion Committee since Cliff Ochs re- 
signed to accept an out-of-town 
teaching position last year. To be 
an effective force for conservation, 
we need committee members with 
varied interests who can follow 
and respond to the variety of chal- 
lenges that confront us. 

We hope to identify emerging 
problems and propose solutions—- 
and not merely criticize existing 
proposals. Conservation issues in- 
clude appointments such as ones 
to the Missouri Conservation Com- 
mission, landfills and solid waste 
management, land management in- 
cluding forest practices and soil 
conservation, protection of Mis- 
souri’s biodiversity, and the preser- 
vation. of urban natural areas. 
Massive levees and floodplain de- 
velopment are certain to be major 
issues in the future. 

While national issues receive 
much media attention, it is a much 
more difficult job to trace state and 
local issues through the legislative 
process in time for us to be 
effective.

Conservation Roundtable 
Organized 
by Jim Holsen 


Bill Brandhorst, St. Louis 
Audubon board member, has or- 
ganized the Conservation Round- 
table, a forum where conservation 
and environmental groups in the 
St. Louis area can meet and share 
ideas on current issues. The 
Roundtable also provides an oppor- 
tunity for organizations such as the 


Missouri Department of Natural Re- 
sources and Missouri Department 
of Conservation to discuss their 
plans with environmentalists in a 
single meeting. To encourage free 
discussion among participants, 
each environmental group will 
probably be limited to two repre- 
sentatives on the Roundtable. 

In addition to Audubon, some 
20 organizations including, among 
others, the Missouri Coalition for 
the Environment, Missouri Native 
Plant Society, Open Space Council, 
Sierra Club, Nature Conservancy, 
and Webster Groves Nature Study 
Society were invited to the first 2 
organizational meetings held in 
June and July. At those meetings 
the participants came to know 
each other better and explained 
the specific environmental goals of 
their organizations. 


The enthusiastic response to 
the initial suggestion for the Round- 
table testifies to the widely felt 
need for more effective coopera- 
tion among environmentalists. 

This was, indeed, an opportune 
time for the Roundtable since sey- 
eral of the groups had been consid- 
ering similar ideas. 

Future meetings will focus on is- 
sues of common interest. The East 
West Gateway Coordinating Coun- 
cil, for instance, is charged with 
producing a transportation plan 
for the St. Louis area—due in late 
September. It is expected that a 
representative of the Council will 
discuss that plan at a meeting of 
the Roundtable in August.

Interior Department Holds 
Hearing on Page Avenue 
Extension

Section 6(f) of the Land and 
Water Conservation Fund Act re- 
stricts the construction of highways 
across parks which have received 
federal assistance and requires the 
approval of the Secretary of the In- 
terior before highway construction 
can proceed. 

Last spring Senators Danforth 
and Bond held up the confirma- 
tion hearings for several high level 
appointees to the Department of 
the Interior after Secretary Bruce 
Babbitt announced that he would 
review the Page Avenue Extension 
project. In a peace-making deal, 
Babbitt promised to consider his 
approval if additional parklands 
were offered as replacement wet- 
lands and after a Supplemental En- 
vironmental Impact Statement 
(SEIS) could be prepared. 

On July 1, in preparation for 
writing the SEIS, the National Park 
Service of the Interior Department 
invited comments on the Page Ave- 
nue Extension project at a public 
hearing held in Maryland Heights. 
In its turn, Audubon commented 
on the unsatisfactory nature of the 
2 mitigation sites that have been of- 
fered as replacement wetlands by 
the Missouri Highway and Trans- 
portation Department. 

One is a 2 and 1/4 mile long 
slough alongside the highway in 
the flood plain-—~a “borrow pit” 
used to obtain fill for the embank- 
ment. The other is agricultural 
land adjacent to the area known as 
Little Creve Coeur Lake. Neither is 
a suitable replacement for the 
wooded wetlands near Creve 
Coeur Lake. St. Louis Audubon 
submitted a follow-up written 
statement.

Missouri holds its First 
Butterfly Count

The North American Butterfly 
Association and the Xerces Society 
co-sponsored the first large-scale 
survey of butterflies in Missouri’s 
history on June 19 and 20. There 
were 7 count areas scattered about 
the state. Susanne Greenlee, Assis- 
tant Land Steward of the local Na- 
ture Conservancy, was our group 
leader. We gathered on a hot, 
cloudy Saturday morning at the 
Valley View Glades area near 
Hillsboro. \ 


We broke up into several sub- 
groups. Ours, with Ernestine and 
Marshall Magner along, found only 
a few specimens. However, the 
sub-groups found 29 species and 
133 specimens all together. The 
day was short as it rained and was 
hot. I grew concerned that the 
glade ecology was too limiting and 
talked Susanne into going to the 
Busch Wildlife Area for more gen- 
eral counting several days later. 
We found 21 species and 66 speci- 
mens. 

If we could identify the species, 
we did not try to catch the butter- 
fly. Some were brought home for 
more positive identification. There 
were 25 participants at the glades, 
ranging in age from 10 on up. The 
reports we filled out for the count 
included method of identification, 
wind direction, and location in de- 
grees of latitude and longitude. 

While this was the first time for 
Missouri, the Xerces Society and 
the North American Butterfly Asso- 
ciation have organized these 
counts together in other states be- 
fore. The state leader was Rosalyn 
Johnson, Wildlife Ecologist with 
the Missouri Department of Conser- 
vation. Powder Valley Nature Cen- 
ter generated programs around the 
count and helped to publicize it.
